The Lancet’s Opinion. 

LONDON, September 2.—The Lancet this 
week says: ‘‘We do not think the healing of 
President Gartield’s wound will be promoted 
by probings to learn how far the granulation 
has proceeded. The most favorable signs 
are the fall of the temperature to norma! and 
the frequency of the pulse. This _ is 
a thoroughly safe criterion of increased 
strength and subsidence of blood poisoning, 
and together with improved power of diges- 
tien, ability to sleep soundly, mental clear- 
ness and cheerfulness, affords solid grounds 
for hope of recovery. The case isa striking 
illustration of the power of a cood consti- 
tution to bold up against an illness that 
would certainly have killed a feebler person: 
but another failure in the President’s dizes- 
tive powers or symptoms of blood poisoning 
might at any time turn tbe balance agains! 
him, and what we have hitherto insisted 
upon so often weare bound to repeat, that 
‘President Garfield will not be out of danger 
until the wound is healed.”

Ireland. 

LONDON, September 2.—At a meeting of 
the Property Defense Association at Dublin 
yesverday it Was unanimously resolved that a 
voluntary one-half of one per cent upon the 
valuation of their property should be paid 
for next year by the members of the associa- 
tion.

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How Frank Martin's Girl Got Him 
Out of the Lebanon Gaol,

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An Interview With the Prisoner 
in the St. Louis Hold-Over.

His Girl Following] Him and the 


Sheriff Home to Laclede County, 


Sheriff Dick Goodall, of Laclede county, 
Mo., stepped off a train at the Union Depot 
this morning with a tight hold on 
the arm of a young, _§insignificant- 
looking country chap. The pair were 
followed bya girl, a handsome, stout-built 
blonde, with every evidence of approaching 
maternity about her. The trio wended their 
way tothe Four Courts, and soon after the 
Sheriff and the girl emerged and started down 
town. Nobody who watched the two sus- 
pected that the man under arrest was one of 
the most daring murderers khown and that 
the girl had assisted him in one of 
the most romantic escapes on_ record. 
Wm. Franklin Martin escaped from the jail 
at Lebanon Mo.,on the 16th of last November. 
He was confined there awaiting ex- 
ecution for a murder com- 
mitted in the summer of 1879. 
Martin, although a young man, was quite a 
local desperado. His uncle, Geo. W. Meiser, 
who lived about 4': miles from Lebanon, was 
plowing in his field ‘during the month of 
June, 1879, when he was shot in 
the back by somebody concealed near 
the fence in a clump of bushes. Sus- 
picion immediately turned upon Martin. 
He bad quarreled with two brothers named 
Prewitt about a year before, and had shot 
and killed one of them and maimed the other 
for life. He was acquitted on the trial,al- 
though the evidence was prettyclear. inthe 
Meiser murderthe presumption was strong 
against him. lie had quarreled with deceased 
a week before the crime, and it was proven 
thatbe bad said when talking about this 
quarre]: ‘*Never mind Meiser; | don’t think 
be will live much longer than three days.’’ 
His mother had also said that Meiser was as 
good as a dead man, and had repeatedly 
urged her son to kill him. 
Mother and son were _—_ arrested 
on the 24-06 duly; +670; charged with Meiser’s 
death. Mrs. Martin, who was held as an ac- 
complice by the Coroner’s jury, Was acquit- 
ted on trial, but herson William was found 
guilty at the trial in February, 1880, and sen- 
tenced to be hanged. His casé was taken tothe 
Supreme Court, and while the investigation 
was pending there. Martin walked. out of 
Lebanon jai] on the 16th of last November, 
and bas not been heard of until Sheriff Good- 
all arrested him last Tuesday morning at 
Pina Flat, in Sullivan county, Tennessee. 
W hen Martin escaped Maggie Wil- 
son, the niece of Sheriff Wilson, 
who was Goodail’s predecessor in office, went 
with bim, and it Was generally believed that 


how or when they had left the prison 
was never known until Martin himself, 
somewhat reluctantly, told the whole story to 
a Post- DISPATCH reporter this morning. 

Tre escape was so Well planned and so 
deftly carried out that it excited the great- 
est attention. The Lebanon authcrities were 
dead beat. All they knew was that Martin 
and Mazgie Wilson had gone, but whither 
they knew not. Detectives hunted down 
every trail. Once two of these latter officials 
ran across Martin in Virginia, but he laid 
both of them out in sbort order and got 
away. The girl never turned up and was 
supposed to be with her lover, but the trail 
wus cold and bad been nearly given up, when 
Goodal' started again and worked tt toa finish, 
bringing|back Martin and his sweetheart. When 
Goodal! took his prisoner to the Four Courts, 
he preserved the utmost secrecy and gave 
orders that nobody should be allowed to 
see him. In order to accomplish this end, 
Martin was placed down stairs in the police 
lock-up, instead of in the jail,as usual. When 
tbe reporter asked Jerry Rivan 
about Martin’s whereabouts this morning, 
Ryan wasin evtire ignorance and declared 
there was no such manin custody. He had 
not seen Sheriff Goodall and was sure he 
had not been around. Chief Kennett was 
seen, but he was eqnally sure that the 
police bad po such men in custody. 
Nevertheless ths reporter found his way to 
the lock-up, and, sure enough, there was 
Martin in the strong cell nextthe door. He 
was in his shirt-sleeves, without handcuff or 
manacle, and was stretched on the bench, en- 
dceavoring to sleep. When his name was 
ealied, he leaped up nervously and peered 
out in a siinky manner before coming to the 
bars. Hedoes not at all resemble the des- 
perado that he is. He is.an ordinary-looking 
country boy, sallow in es Sag hollow, 
chceked, siight in build, with a light fringe 
of dark beard about his face. He 
is about 5 feet % inches in height, 
not at all muscular, and will be twenty-two 
years of age in October. ‘‘Well, they have 
caught you at last,’’ said the reporter, when 
Martin had come up tothe bars and his visi- 
tor had explained the object of his call. 

‘Yes, Dick Goodall slipped up and collared 
me while was not expecting him. 
Iris well for him that he did, forif I had 
known tbat he was around I think he would 
bave come back in a box.’”’ 

**You had a series of very romantic adven- 
tures since Goodall last saw you?” 

‘Yes. It’s pn hard to be caught up 
with and caged after all I have gone through. 
I suppose it’s all right.’’ 

‘*How did you manage to get out of jail?” 

*Ob,1 don’t want to talk about that—I 
don’t wish to get Maggie into trouble. She 
stood by me and I’1) stand by her.’’ 

Being assured that his statement could do 
Maggie Wilson no harm, he told the following 
story in a straightforward way, although he 
evidently plumes himselfasahero: “You 
see, Maggie was the Sheriff’s niece and was 
generally about the cells. Isaw her around, 
and, having nothing else to do, I began shov- 
ing out notes to her under the door. I just 
wanted some pastime, and d 
not think the affair would amount 
to anything. The notes were 
pe things, just like afellow writes toa girl, 
and at first she picked them ———s not 
answer them. After awhile she replied to 
one, passing it to me in the same manner as I 
did mine to her. This was away back in 
February, about the time of my trial. 


We kept up the correspondence regular! 
and although we had rarely spoken, we be. 


came quite thick. I loved Maggie, I know, 
and she said she loved me. We correspond- 
ed whenever we could, for we were closely 
watched after a while, as her uncie soon 
dropped to our love-making. I don’t know 
¥ ho first mentioned my escape, but soon we 
were both working hard uponit. After I 
was sentenced Maggie felt very bad, and of 
course redoubled her efforts. Our planning 
was very slow, for ays of my notes were 
scratched off on stray bits of paper or on the 
back ofthe piecesshe sent me. I liked the 
girl very much, and was afraid she would get 
into trouble. I respected heras a lady. The. 
stories that I was improperly intimate with 
her in the jail, or amywhere else, are 
G--d d——n lies,and I want you to say so for 
me, and for her, won’t you?” 

**Yes, Iwill. Goon with the story.” 

‘‘Well, her uncle, Sheriff Wilson, finally be- 
gan to suspect Maggie, and about 
the first of March, 1880, she was sent away 
from the jail and stayed away six montbs. 
They were not as sharp as they thought they 
were. Magand I corresponded regularly 
since she was away.”? d 

**How did you manage it?” 

“Oh, slick enough. Lots of people, especi- 
ally girls that I knew, used to come andes see 
meinmy cell, and I fixed it with them. 
Frequentiy. I passed the notes 
on a cane through my window, 
and they got them out onthe street and 
sent them to Miss Wilson. Well,a month 
before my escape, Maggie came back to the 
jail. I was then pretty sure of being hanged 
und we were both very blue. She assured 
me that she would attempt to liberate me if 
she died for it, and we both watched our 
chance. She was to open the locks I cou'd not 
reach, bringing me the keys of the others. 
Several times we thought of trying it, but we 
were too closely watched, and on the 16th of 
November, about 7 in the morning, she came 
with the keys and said there was a good 
chance as her father was going away, and 
told me she would knock twice on the 
door up-stairs when all was read?. 
I answered, “‘Allright,’ and said that I wanted 
a shot-gun or something as sdon as | got out. 
She went away, and some time after I heard 
the knocks. Llopened the door and walked 
ont. Imet Maggie, who gave me her father’s 
Winchester rifle, and we both started out 
ofthe jailand uptheroad. {t was awfully 
cold and snowing very hard. I met several 
negroes who knew me and the girl on my 
way out of town, but they only laughed and 
I passed on towards the woods. I went right 
to my father’s house, where we remained 
about ten days. We live six miles northwest 
of Lebanon. Itried to marry Magyie, but 
the officers of the law whom I went tore- 
fused, because the girl was under age. 
Lots of people knew I was at home. One of 
the officers whom I asked to marry us was 
my uncle. | concluded we had better strike 
out from home, and onthe 25tb of November 
I got two horses. Maggie put on a suit 
of bov’s clothes, and we rode away to- 
gether. I was weil armed, and Maggie 
was prepared to fight, though she did not 
know much about the business. She rode 
bravely througboutthe cold weather, how- 
ever,and never complained, although we 
roughed it pretty hard, you may believe. We 
traveled into Arkansas and through into 
Mississippi, when we halted awhile. I gota 
little scared and we pulled stakes and went 
over into the Virginia.]We got to Martin’s Sta- 
tion, Virginia, and I married Maggie there. 
about the first week in December. I want 
you to say thatthere was nothing wrong ve- 
tween us in any sense. The girl stood by me, 
and I stood by her. Itried to marry her, 
‘and did so at the first opportunity. I got 
work in a blacksmith shop at Martin’s Station, 
Virginia, and was dvuing very well. Some time 
in January last a couple of detectives 
rusbed into the shop where 1 was working. 
I bad a hammer and a hotironin my hands, 
and two pistols in-aay back pockets. They 
jumped at me, but 1Thit one of them with 
the iron and the other with the hammer,jump- 
ed cutside of the door and pulled my pistols. 
They did not show up, and I went home ‘and 
moved right awav to Pina Flat, Suilivan 
county, Tenn. I was doing well there, farm- 
ing, when Goodall tumbled to me. I was 
living on the outskirts of the settlement, and 
I came into the grcecery and post-oflice Tues- 
day morning, and he jumped on me before ! 
knew it. I wish be bad given mea chance.’’ 

“What would you have done?” 

‘*1’d have met him fairly, and I can shoot 
as quick as he can. I could not run, Decause 


she had assisted him to escape, ulthough | 


my wife was delicate, and there was nothing 
but fight forit. I think they would have 
wanted a new sheriff up at Lebanon.”? 

Martin says that he is perfectly willing to go 
bome. He has considerable friends there, 
and he thinks that the reason Goodall is keep- 
ing the arrest quiet is for fear they wouid 
rescue him. “I wish the boys knew I was 
coming,”? was his last remark. 
He says he never killed Meiser, 
and that he thinks that Bob. Clinkenbeer, 
Meisei’s wife’s brother, did the killing. He: 
quarreled with Meiser, he admits, because 
the latter’s wife said that he (Martin) bad 
made indecent proposals to her, but they 
fixed the matter up and were good friends. 

SHERIFF GOODALL 

ssys he has been foltiowing Martin for four 
months. “I can’ttell howl! tracked him to 
Pina Flats, because that would hurt other 
people. 1l @ Was waiting for him 
ut the grocery store, up-stairs. 
He was a great fiddle player, 
and when I heard music down stairs Tuesday 
moining I knew Frank was there. He 
usually came there every two or tbree diys. 
I crept down the steps in my stocking feet, 
aud had him on bis backin the post-office 
before he knew what was going on.’’ 

Martin was much respected in Pina Flats 
and bis arrest caused much surprise, as the 
people allthought him a very nice sort of 
telluw.

What a Female Tourist Finds Over 
the Cauadiau Border. 

OTTAWA HOTEL, MONTREAL, CANADA, } 

August 29, 1881. 
Special Corresponcence of the Post-Dispatch. 

After all, one need not go across the oceim 
to find aforeign land. Just follow the exim- 
ple which I have been busily working out for 
you, and if you do not confess yourself de- 

lighted and surpised beyond measure, why, 
then, you must be more phicgmatically in- 
different to things which shou!d surprise and 
delight than is your correspondent, who, as a 
rule, quite easily finds herself bored. She was 
a little bored, notwithstanding the contrary 
tone of her last letter, at finding herself land- 
ed for a couple of hours in the thick, white 
fog of the summit of Mt. Washington, and only 
survived the infliction by betaking herself to 
the cozy aud hospitable newspaper oflice of 
Burt’s *‘Among thé Clouds’? and writinz to 
vou. But, like all things in this dreary 
life, good and bad, this sky-exile 
eame ty an end and we entered the cars 
for the descent of the Jacob’s Ladder road, 
as itis very appropriately called. We passed 
afew weary pedestrians— voung ladies among 
them—traveling up, with staffs and red 
faces. 

Arrived again at Fabyan’s, we early retired 
to rest, for ‘‘doing’’? the mountain is rather 

_fatiguirg, and started the next noon for 
Montreal, one of the chief objective points of 
our summer tour. I never passed ten con- 
secutive hours on a railroad with more per- 
fectease and comfort than I did those occu- 
pied in the journey from Fabyan’s hither in 
thre cars of the Boston, Concord and Montreal 
road. The scenery all along the route is 
varied and lovely in the extreme, the road 
skirting the shore of Lake Memphramagog—a 
beautiful sheet of water, at which we longed 
to spend a_ few idle days, but could 
not afford the .time—and passing 
through the fertile valleys of green 
Vermont and thc JWrovince of Quebec, and 


finally, after the sun had sunk to rest 
and the stars had all comeout, we crossed the 
famous Victoria bridge which spans the St. 
Lawrence and were deposited in Montreal. 

Ten o’clock at night though it was, anda 
strange city though we had entered, we lone 
women had not the slightest trouble in finding 
the driver of the Ottawa coxch, ia getting our 
luggage through the Custom-honse inspec- 
tion. and in arriving here at one of the most 
comfortable and home-like hotels whic’ it 
has been our good fortune to stop at since we 
left Boston. Supper, room, bed, attendance, 
all convinced us that the best qualities of the 
hotels in London and in ‘“‘the States” are 
combined in those of these British-French 
provinces. The manager, Mr. Waruer, 
showed us as much consideration and courte- 

- sy as.if we were actually his own guests in- 
stead of mere passing strangers at his 
hotel, and he rendered us great 
service in all our. plans,’ especially 
in our pet one of finding some quiet French 
family with whom we might spend a week. 
So, although I am at present at the hotel at 
which my letter is dated, I am not now stop- 
ping here, butin quite another place, though 
not more than ten minutes’ walk away. As I 
suid at the opening of this letter, you have 
only to follow me to secure a decided sensa- 
tion. In the French part, of Montreal isa 
fine cid house !ovated on the ‘‘swell’’ street 
of the neighborhood and kept by a delight- 
fully hospitable, kind and truly courteous 

' family of French ladies, who treat us as if we 
were their own dearest friends and relations; 
a house in which no word of English is heard 
save when one of the daughters, a lovely lit- 
tle convent-bred girl. addresses us in purest 
language,’though with a pretty, dainty ac- 
cent, or when we speak with the difiniged 
young English clergyman or the fascinat- 
ing, dapper little French merchant 
who are amongthe boarders in this favored 
domicile; a house where—as is true of all the 
neighborhood—the windows open in case- 
ment fashion instead of with sashes; where 
the cooking is as odd and unfamiliar, much 
of it, as were the menus that were served us 
at European tables last summer. I musttell 
you of one dish that seemed odd enough to us, 
though it mav not be unknown, possibly, in 
the States, and that is—well, for glessert the 
other day little glass dishes of thick cream 
were served. 

**You eat cream?” interrogated our little 
friend of the convent, and we sweetlv smiled 
sesent, supposing we did. I tasted mine 
firstand my sweet smile changed, for the 
cream was sour, very sour indeed, quite 
bonny-clabber. I managed to look indiffer- 
ent, and went on eating it with an eye on ma 
s@ur, Whosoon tasted hers most innocently. 
The change of her too expressive 
countenance, from expectation to 
doubt and from doubt to dis- 
gusted certainty, was too irresistibly fun- 
ny, and I had to laugh, whereupon she laugh- 
edtoo, andthen we looked around, quite 
shocked, to see ifanybody had noticed us, 
hut they are too polite here to appear to no- 
tice anything. Sol went onwith my cream 
heroically, and soon, seeing somebody stir a 
coodly quantity of sugar into his, I did the 
same and found itreally quite eatable; but 
she of the disgusted conviction did not return 
to hers. With this odd exception the cook- 
ing bh: re is delightful; such bread, such coffee 
and tea is seldom to be found at any table, 
and the most delightful French soups. 

We have *‘done”’ the city most pleasantly, 
under the guidance of our little Freneh 
friend, who has the rare art of showing her 
own city to strangers to their satisfaction 

and her own pleasure. A long drive to 
Mount Royal through the great mf park 
then gave us a delightful view of the beauti- 

ful city lying below us in the sunset, 
and of the broad blue river at its foot, with 
the mountains beyond. We visited the great 
Cathedral of Notre Dame, one of the largest 
in America, seating 10,000 people, and well 
filled on the feast day when we attended 
service there. It is very gorgeously fitted up 
and frescoes, but is not as artisti- 
cally fine as the smaller church of the Jesuits 
and far indeed from the exeuiaiicly beautiful 
urdes, which is 

a perfect little gem of a place of worship. We 

visited the Gray Nunnery, where the sisters 
all wear strange, shapeless garments, of asort 
brown rather than gray, with black 

der capes and black veils and caps.

And not 
the least welcomeamong letters and papers 
were the Boston magazines for September, 
the Atlantic,'be Wide Awake and the Music- 
al Herald.

with a wooden hand pointing down the hill, 
and the beginning of a steep road. Away 
down below, looking likea bug swimming 
across a wash-tuh, was asmall row-boat cross- 
ing theriver. It went up almost uader the 
fails while I watched it. Laterin the day, 
having some business to attend to over in the 
town. 1 determined to cross by this little fer- 
ry, and here begins the brief description of a 
little recent experience with the Niagara 
Samaritans. Itreminde One of traveling in 
the Bible lands, where he can say, as he rests 
by the wayside, “‘{ was a stranger, and ve 
took me in.’’ I went down the steep road, 
with many windings, to the river’s edge. [t 
was a very exhausting walk in the hot sun, 
even though it was down hil!, and [ can not 
too strongly warn any delicate person froiw 
attempting it. The road is so steep it is 
barder work to hold yourself back than it 
would be toclimb up. Half way down the 
hill there was standing an undeniably Meth- 
odist parson from the interior, whom [ had 
seen in the cars a day or two before, making 
anxious inquiries about the Falls. 
He stood upon a grassy Knoll, under 
a tree, with all his treasures about 
bim—a delicate wife, two babies aad a 
littie girl—and was drsgzing them about the 
scorching town. He was a fearful and won- 
derful example of the man who goes off ia 
thesummer looking for pleasure. At the 
foot of the hillthere were three buildings, 
all made of rough boards. Two were little 
dwelling- houses a short distance from the 
water, and the third was a shed at the start- 
ing-place of the tioy ferryboats. This shed 
was filled with bits of pottery, pieces of wood 
carving, moccasins, bottles, pin-cushions, 
cunes, Whips, and all the truckerv that goes 
here undet the general name of Indian cur- 
iosities. ‘Taking a pin-cushion at $l, anda 
ten-cent cane at 75> cents. the prices of the 
rest of the things may easily be gauged. The 
goods were guarded bv a sweet young cret- 
ture in short skirts, WhO Was very 
well to flirt with until a _ betterelook- 
.ing one put her head and shoulders out of 
the door of one of the neighboring houses 
and waved her handkerchief at the passen- 
cers who were waiting forthe boat. Fifteen 
of us were set across at once 1n the row-boat, 
but 1f was a good solid conveyance, and could 
easily have carried ten more. The boatman 
took us up to the very edge of the mist at the 
foot of the falis till we were almost drenched. 
Then tke current, the instant we touched it, 
swept us flying down the river. It was like 
riding ina boiling tea-kettle with the spray, 
theturbulent water and the scorching sun. 
The minute we landed (having paid our 
twenty-five cents each, which was cheap 
enough), we were seized by a squad of terri- 
ble- looking creatures clad ia oil-cloth clothes, 
who wanted to take us under 
the falls. They would not let us go, but fair- 
ly dragged us into their place at the foot of 
the cliff. I do not use this word dragged ina 
metaphorical sense. One of them seized me 
by the arm and pulled me by main force. Into 
his den. Whenthey became satisfied that 
none of our boat-load were to be bled they 
urged us to walk tothe end of their gallery 
and look at the falis through their stained- 
glass windows Wedidso, and a beautiful 
sightit was. There were panes of red glass, 
biue glass, green glass and vellow glass, and 
the effect through each of them was charm- 
ing. There was a path leading upward among 
the rocks, within twenty feet of the great 
sheet of water, and almost immediately in 
front of the window. Looked at through the 
green glass, this was one of the prettiest 
things Ieversaw. The price of our ferriage 
entitles us to admission to the “park’’ that 
bides the American fall from the public, and 
we rode up iu the elevator. This is the ma- 
chine I mentioned in a former letter, and 
pronounced dangerous. The fact that it has 
been running since 1845 witbout an accident 
does not alter my opinion of it. No plate is 
safe,in my humble opinion, where a human 
life depends entirely upon the strength ofa 
single rope. The distance traveled by the 
elevator is 360 feet up an inclined plane. 

“This is the place to go under the falls,” 
said one of the oil-cloth men at the foot of 
the cliff. ‘“‘Over on the Canadian side they 
charge you a doilar for putting on the suit— 
that’s what they do.’”’ Over on the Canadian 
side they told us just the reverse of this 
story. Atthetop of the inclined plane we 
were in the “park,’? which bas been owned 
by the Prospect Park Company since 1872. 
The natives Know this spot as ‘‘Ferry Grove’? 
or *Point View,’’ andsome of them told me 
that the Park Company had not been success- 
ful in their negotiations to buy the space 
around the late comet and fence it off. This 
is the space on the high land from which a 
good view of the American fall can be had, 
and theadmission istwenty-five cents. I will 
not + ie any opinion of thts company; it 
might be libelous. 

They do not charge anything for walking 
up the street after leaving the park. There 
are more “Indian curiosity” stores in the 
principal streets of the village than there are 
clothing stores in Chatham street. Behind 
the counters in all these stores, and sitting 
about the doors, are scores and hundreds of 
girls, making merry with the few customers 
they have and, in the lack of customers, 
ogling and smiling at the passers-by. After 
seeing some of the New York shop-girls, I 
thought there was not much more to learn in 
that direction; but 1t Was a little startling, 
upon entering one ofthe stores, to be asked 
ve, Raa of the gorgeously-decorated misses, 
‘*My dear, what can I do for you to-day?” It 
was about the time of arrival by a train, and 
nearly time forthe omnibusses to be going 
across the river. Having finished my busi- 
ness, I desired to returntothe hotel on the 
Canadian side and to goin the hotel’s omni- 

us. Knowing the street it must go through, 

stood for some time ata corner waiting for 
itto pass. Noomnibus came and at length I 
asked a policeman who was standing near by 
whether it was not nearly time for it. 

“Oh, no,’’ the policeman replied. “There 
will be ne omnibus along for more than two 
bours now. The onlv way to get over there 
isto take a carriage.’’ To my everl asting 
shame, be it recorded, I believed him. We 
are used to tough policemen in New York, 
but they are not liars. I found a hackman on 
the next corner who thought he would not 
sacrifice his professional standing bv taking 
me over to my hotel for $2, I to pay the tolls. 
He was not quite sure, he said, whether the 
toll ‘Pas fifty cents or a dollar. I was sure 
enou?g We had nearly reached the bridge 
when the omnibus of my hotel came along 
and passed us. I hailed it and left the car- 
riage, and it was worth the fifty cents I paid 
the hackman to learn that the Niagara Falls 
policemen are in league with the other 
swindlers. 


The Bicycle and the Horse. 
From the New.York Evening Post. 

There is a very curious inquiry going on 
before a referee in a suit over in Brooklyn as 
to whether bicycles frighten horses, and wit- 
nesses are examined at great length from day 
to day, each of whom proves that he has 
known a case where a horse was frightened 
by a bicycle. As a mere matter of fact the 
inquiry is wholly unnecessary. The question 
has been settled by an experience of at least 
two years by at least two large cities—Boston, 
in this prt name b and London, in England. On 
all the splendid suburban roads around Bos- 
ton bicycles have been for two or three years 
almost as common as any other light vehicle. 
Horses are sometimes frightened by them, 
but rarely, and more rarely every month. 
Around London bicycles are perhaps com- 
moner than any other light vebicle, and the 
horses there also have become accustomed to 
them.

The Son of a Retired Merchant Marries 
a ‘Cobbler’s Daughter.

Mr. William L. Swan was married to Miss 
Belle Thurston last Wednesdav afternoon in 
the village church at Oyster Bay, L. I., af- 
ter along courtship,whicb,as narrated by the 
Brooklyn Eagle, was made eventful by the 
determined hostility to the marriage by the 
dbridegroom’s parents,Z on account of the dis- 
parity in the social position of the parties. 
Mr. Swanisthe son of Benjamin L. Swan, 
Jr., a retired merchant, who has a country 
seat at Oyster Bay, and the bride is the 
daugbter of ashoemaker in humble cir- 
cumstances in the village. Young Mr. Sian 
is a graduate of Princeten College and of the 
Columbia College law school, and was one of 
the organizers and the first commodore of 
the Seawanhaka Yacht Club. He formerly 
owned the yacht Ariel, which was built for 
bim at a cost of over .$30,000, and which 
cost him about $10,000 a year to maintain. He 
was a member of the Union Club in this city 
and of the South Side Sportsmen’s Ciub,whic 
bas its headquarters at Oakdale, L.I1., and 
was well known in society circles in this city 
and at Newport and other resorts. 

Mr. Swan owned a large estate,and intraust- 
ed the management of his property to his 
uncle, Otis Swan, who was a prominent brok- 
erin Wallstreet. For a time he prospvered 
by bis uncle’s shrewd investments, but a few 
years ago the uncle failed, and the nephew 
lost $60,000 by the failure and was left almost 
a bankrupt.

The Devil-Fish as a Table Delicacy. 
From the San Francisco Bulletin. 


There 1s still another variety of fish taken 
which, while speaking of the fruits of the 
lisherman’s toil, it would be wrong to over- 
look. Itis the octopus or devil-fish. There 
are possibly very few of the inhabitants of 
this city who will manifest much interest in 
this fish as a matter of food. But itis not so 
with the fishermen themselves, nor with the 
Italian and Greek population generally. To 
them it is as great a delicacy asis a trufiled 
capon to a Frenchman or bird’s nest soup to 
a Chinaman. To the Italian fishermen it is 
known as ‘‘folpi.’?”?” They give the preference 
to the smaller and younger “‘devils,” but they 
by ne means despise the larger ones. The 
favorite size is ten to twelve inches from the 
extreme point of one tentacle to the end of 
the other. At this size they are very 
hice and delicate. In preparation for the 
table they are first opened and all the black 
liquid called ink is squeezed out. They are 
then washed,put into a pot with sliced onions, 
carrots, garlic, cloves, or other seasoning, 
and boiled, and eaten with olive oilanda 
equeets oflemon orlime. The consistency 
of the deVii-fish cooked in this way is similar 
to the flesh of the clam, if anything not quite 
sotough. To serve it to perfection it should 
be “‘deviled.”” Inthis form it is the bonne 
bouche ot the Italian fisherman. Any one 
anxious to try a “‘leviled’’ devil, not already 
familiar with it, has only to pursue much the 
same process. .asthat adopted in serving a 
*‘deviled’’ crab. The fishermen . of 
the Mediterranean do quite a 
large trade in these unsightly 
fish. In Itaty and Austria they are worth as 
much asa dollar apound. They are dried 
and used chiefly by rigid Catholics, who, 
from the fact that these hideous inhabitants 
ofthe deep do notcontain any blood, view 
them asthe most proper food they can par- 
take of on the days of fast prescribed bv the 
Roman Catholic Church. Only such flesh as 
contains blood that will not curdle is prohib- 
ited by the Church, but there are many Cath- 
olics who are still doubtful as to the blood of 
an ordinary fish. They are not quite sure 
whether the blood of a fish curdles or not. In 
order, therefore, to be on the safe side they 
make preference of the devil-fish, which they 
are assured contains no blood at all. The 
turtle is the only other creature used in the 
same way and for the same purpose.

CREMATED. 


Shocking Death of a Charming Young 
Ohio Lady. 
Cincinnati Special to Chicago Times. 


Miss Sallie Carneal, daughter of a late dis- 
tinguished citizen and niece and namesake of 
a lady once a reigning beauty of this country, 
and the toast of two continents, met her deatb 
under peculiarly horrible circumstances this 
morning, at the magnificent bhomesterd of her 
uncle, Mr. Charles Lawrence, at Lawrence 
Station, on the Little Miami road, about 
twelve miles from the city. Mr. Lawrence 
has a fine brick mansion and a peautiful lawa 
adjacent to the railroad. About a hundred 
yards north of the house and among the trees 
was a stone barn, with a wooden carriage- 
shed adjvining. The barn consisted of a base- 
ment, horse stable, and a hay-loft above it, 
being erected against a hillside. A rear out- 
side door opening into the loft was only a 
few feet from the ground, and was reached 
by four or five steps. Yesterday morn- 
ing the barn was discovered by 
the women ahput the houseto be on fire in 
the bayloft. The fire was left to have its own 
Wav, as it was already breaking through the 
roof and there was no water to be had. 
There was no thought that a precious 
life had been lost. Not long before the fire 
was discovered, Miss Sallie Carneal, the un- 
fortunate lady who lost her life,. was seen 
walking in the vicinity of the barn over one 
of the roads which wind about the lawn. She 
bad just washedber hair and was drying it in 
the breeze, hen her absence was noticed 
the greatest distress was manifested. There 
was a bare hope that she had become fright- 
ened and goneto the house of some neigh- 
bor, until the middle of the afternoon, when 
some of her charred hones were found in the 
basement to confirm the dreadful fears. 
There is more than one theory respecting this 
somewhat mysterious and truly unhappy 
case. The most plausible one is that the lady, 
seeing smoke issuing from the barn loft, 
went to the rear door, looked in, 
and, hoping to be abie to extin- 
cuish the flames, entered, was smothered, 
and perished. Another is that a corner of 
the loft farthest from the door was a closet, 
containing among other things a number of 
traveling trunks. Miss Carneal was expect- 
ing to start to-morrow on a visit to Mrs. Sid- 
ney Clay, at Paris, Ky., where her sister 
Catherine had been visiting for some time. 
Possibly she had gone tothis closet to look 
after the trunk, when the fire broke out and 
cut off herescape. The origin ofthe fire isa 
complete mystery. There was a thunder- 
storm in the forenoon. The barn might have 
been struck by lightning, but no loud report 
was heard bythe people about the place 
previous to the discovery of the fire, though 
there were several sharp flashes and loud 
reports afterward. No tramps were seen 
about the premises yesterday morning. Mr. 
Lawrence said that, although near the rail- 
road, tramps never gave himtrouble. They 
occasionally visited the house for something 
to eat and went their way. The door of the 
barn was securely locked every night and no- 
body was ever found sleeping there in the 
daytime. An incident may be mentioned in 
connection with the deplorable affair. Miss 
Carneal bas long been in delicate health. <A 
week or two ago she was exploring a ward- 
robe in an upper hall of the residence. She 
was near-sighted. In a drawer of ribbons, 
brvid, etc., she noticed something that seemed 
tobe a very curious-looking ribbon, and 

icked itup to examineit. ‘To her horror, 
t was a small wriggling horse-snake, a harm- 
less thing, but the shock to her nervous sys- 
tem was suflicient to throw her iuto hysterics. 
From this shock, however, she had not fully 
recovered. 


An Italian Pestilence. 
Naples Correspondence London Times. 

_ It is about 150 years since the pellagra made 
its appearance in Europe, first in Spain, af- 
terwardsin France and Italy, and laterin 
Greece and other countries. In Italy the 
scourge has assumed vast proportions. In 
the Province of Bergamo alone, in the year 
1878, at least 20,000 persons, it is calculated, 
were afflicted with the terrible epidemic, al- 
most ten per cent of the agricultural popula- 
tion of that province. The effect of the mal- 
ady is a complete degradation of the physical 
and intellectual powers. The greater part of 
the victis either.die in the lunatic asylumy 
and hospitals or commit suicide, leaving the 
seeds of the malady (asad heritage) to their 
children. This is a terrible picture, and Sig- 
nor Alborghetti, a member of the Provincial 
Commission of Bergamo, from whose report, 
lately published, we gatherthe above partic- 
ulars, advocates the most urgent and 
stringent measures on the part of 
the Government to arrest the ravages 
of the disease. As it has been incontestably 
proved that the pellagra made its appearance 
and increased with the tnereased cultivation 
of maize, that—whatever the difference of 
soil, chmate,race, social regulations, manners 
and customs—those places only are infected 
where the food of the agricultural population 
consists chiefly of maize floirin the shape of 
polenta or bread, and that even those already 
affected with the malady are speedily cured if 
their diet be varied. with meat, vezeta)les 
ete., Signor Alborghetti advocates a radical 
reform in the food of the agricultural labor- 
ers. He proposes that economical kitchens, 
superintended bv provincial commissions and 
regulated according to the size of the differ- 
ent parishes and the number of persons 
afflicted with the disease, should be estab- 
lished, and that the medical officers of the 
paiish, at the first sign of the pellagra in- 
vadiog a hitherto untovced district, shou'd 
have the power to give tickets to the agricu!- 
tural laborers, enabling them to partake of 
the benefits of such economical kitchens. 
This, he says, isthe best, most rapid and 
efficient way to put anend to the epidemic.

In the markets of the 
South she ranks fifth, being exceeded oniy 
by New Orleans, Savannah, Galveston and 
Charleston. Receipts of the new crop reach 
S80 bales, against 80 bales at this date last 
year, showing the ripening season to be un- 
usually |{forward. Steamboats bave brought 
114,601 bales tothis market during the year. 
Of this, 24,710 came from White River, 11,- 
946 from the Arkansas, 7,007 from thesr. 
Francis, and 70,938 from the Mississippi 
River.

RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 

The improvement of the Mississippi River 
from its mouth to the head of navigation has 
for a long time been atopic of absorbing in- 
terest to the vast population of the great val- 
through which its waters course, and the re- 
cently issued call for a convention in this 
city on the 26th of October to bring about the 
required improvements is but the culmina- 
tion of an agitation that has been going on 
ever since the importance of this grand artery 
of commerce was first asserted. As with all 
movements intended for the public good, the 
public,.and particularly that portion of it 
most directly interested, manages to find 
two sides to it; One is the vague and ethereal 
phase denominated theory; the other pre- 
sents a Gadgrind landscape of hard and stub- 
born facts, the study for which has been 
made in the trustworthy school of practical 
experience. We have little sympathy with 
the suggestions for river improvement made 
by men whose . Knowledge of the Mississippi 
is gained by long and earnest gazing into the 
backyards of their Grand avenue residences, 
but when rivermen come forward and an- 
nounce their desires in the matter, backed up 
by areasonable knowledge of the Father of 
Waters, we are inclined to listen to them and 
pat them on the back and tell them to 
go in and win if they can. 

That the river can be improved and the 
money obtained to make the improvement, 
few doubt. That Eastern Congressmen are 
unwilling to vote money for this purpose is a 
sad and serious mistake. Senator EDMUNDS, | 
of Vermont, as long ago as 1876, said that if 
those wishing to improve the river would 
come before Congress with a well digested 
and meritorious plan, he would guarantee 
that a sufficient sum, at least, to put the plan 
to the test would be voted, andin the event 
of success there . would be no. dif- 
ficulty in obtaining all the Government money 
needed. The great trouble prior to 
1876 had been that all the money v®ted to 
improve the river had been used to injure it, 
and the same assertion will be made concern- 
ing the recent million-dollar appropriation, 
unless the interested parties open their eyes 
and unite in presenting to Congress next 
winter a clear and appreciable showing of the 
results that have been attained. It now rests 
Wholly with the October convention’ to 
strengthen the appeal of the people of the 
Mississippi Valley by adopting some feasible 
vlan of operation and making it so plain, 
intelligible and convincing that there can be 
no cavil on the part of the great army of 
theorists and fault-finders. 

There is one question in particular which 
the convention will have to decide, and that 
is whether Government officers or con- 
tractors are better adapted to the work of 
river improvement. The experience of the 
past has been that where Government enzi- 
neers have failed the citizen-contractor has 
been a signal success. So far as results in 
river improvement go the present system 
does not make anything like an encouraging 
showing, and the worst of the thing is, 
when the money has vanished there 
is no one _ responsible for the  fail- 
ure. We hope the coming convention 
will make plain to Congress the necessity for 
the expeditious improvement of the Father of 
Waters, and that it willdo so not by wildly 
petitioning for an appropriation that may be 
used to the injury of the channel, but by sug- 
gesting the best possible system of improve- 
ment and modestly seeking the aid necessary 
to put itinto execution. Success will easily 
follow the adoption of this course. 
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EVEN should the President recover there 
must be along and painful convalescence. It 
will be months before he will be able to trans- 
act business. It may be possible that we 
can get along for a year or two without a 
President—all the offices being filled and 
few office-hoiders either dying or resigning— 
butif there is any business for a President to 
transact, Mr. ARTHUR should at once be in- 
stalled in the executive office. Certainly the 
“inability” of Mr. GARFIELD has been well 
established, The prejudice against having a 
Vice-President act while the President lives 
should give way if it embarrasses public af- 
fairs in the least. If, instead of being shot, 
Mr. GARFIELD had lost b's mind and had 


would the country have ‘felt bound to do | 
without a President pending his cure? Under 
such circumstances, Mr. ARTHUR would cer- 


‘fanctions of President. Soiongas Mr: Gar- 
FIELD lies in a helpless mental and physical 
condition the country has no President.

St. Louis and Her Fire Department. 
St. Lours, September 1. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The ola Republican yesterday said: ‘‘Chief 
Sexton is making it hot for the insurance 
men.’’ Well, ithas been a warm time for 
them lately. Two things are evident in re- 
gardto our Fire Department: Our leading 
morning papers and our leading fellow-citizens 
are confident thatitis all that can be asked 
for with present facilities, and the insurance 
fraternity are convinced that such is not the 
case. If, some fine morning, the former 
should awake to the consciousness of hav- 
ing hugged a skeleton delusion, it would 
not prove to be the first experience of 
the kind. To most of St. Louis people a 
few yeurs ago Chicago was a mere viliage in 
their eyes which, beside St. Louis, was a can- 
die to the greatorb of day. By drawing a line 
north and south and one east and west it was 
found that St. Louis was about in the center 
of the country, and therefore she must be, 
from her situation and her grand river, the 
commercial center of the West. Her popula- 
tion was figured at 50,000. On this basis she 
wasthe healthiest city in the world. But the 
United States census was taken, when, 
to the astonishment of her people, 
Chicago was the grand city of 509,000 
and St. Louis was the village. after much con- 
fusion a few years ago the present city char 
ter was fastened upon the city of St. Louis. It 
wasagrand idea developed to relieve real 
estate of heavy taxation and place the burden 
on active industry ofevery kind. It brought 
into being an army Of Officiais to consume the 
revenue. Well, tor the result. Taxation of 
the manufacturer, merchant, etc., had the 


‘effect to drive them away from St. Louis. 


According to official statement the taxable 
value of our city has decreased sO 
muchthat rigid economyis now insisted on 
by the present administration, even to the 
closing of the Dispensary,to say nothing of the 
terrible condition of the streets. ‘Somehow it 
seems that a delusion has been discovered 
just here. Certainly if we have the best of 
fire departments, then the underwriters have 
beenfsuffering under a delusion. Four years ago 
or about thattime thirty-two agencies repre. 
senting 11 companies, petitioned against 
the reappointment of our present 
Chief ot the Fire Department, and 
now that so long atime has passed the 
agents still insist on their side of the question. 
May it not be well to reason that perhaps 
thev have some cause for complaint and that 
an investigation now bemade. It wi!l hardly 
do to simply let the ‘‘dog-goned’’ companies 
£0 away if they don’twanttostay. The rec- 
ord last yearand this shows that they are 
not waiting for any stronger suggestions than 
have already been made to them. 

St. Louis needs money—I referto her mu- 
nicipal treasury. Every company pays hera 
vearly license of $100. In addition to | 
this she gathers a tax of 1% per cent 
on the premiums of each company, less 
the losses, 80 that every $1,000 of loss by fire 
which isinsured lgses $17 50 to the city treas- 
ury,'and when you come to losses py the mil- 
lion it would seem that it could not be a delu- 
sion to try and save sométhing of this loss of 
revenue by (if possible) improvement on the 
management of the department.

- AGRICULTURAL HINTS. 


How Fozmine Can be Made More Prof- 


table—Household Notes. 

The leading farm work for September in 
many parts of the United States is sowing 
of the fall crops. Thisinvolves putting the 
soil in thorough readiness, and the selection 
and sowing of the seed. There area number of 


essentials in the proper preparation of the 
seed bed, all of which should obtain in every 
field devoted to a grain crop. The soil should 
be rich, either by the accumulated fertility 
‘of long years of undisturbed vegetation—the 
virgin soil—or made so by the addition of a 
fertilizer, inthe form of barnyard dung or 
the so-called “chemical mauures.”’? Of these 
two, that made inthe barnyard or stable is 
to be the first chosen, and the superphosphates 
and other “salts” only used as a supplement 
tothe barn yard manure, orin cases where 
the latter is not to be obtained. Next to rich- 
ness should come a fine tilth. 

This requires that the soil be plowedina 
thorough manner, and afterward stirred 
with the harrow or some other cultivator—in 
fact with any implement, until the lumps are 
reduced, and the whole soilis in a fine, mel- 
Jow state. The importance of the mellowness 
of the soil for all seeds can not be too strongly 
insist«d upon, as without the seeds do not 
come into intimate contact with the particles 
of earth, and therefore can not make agood 
start, 2nd many of them will not grow at all. 
With a good supply of plant food, in a condi- 
tion to be readily taken up by the young 
plants, the next thing is toselect the seed, 
and sow it properly. To put the matter of 
selection in a nut sheli, sow the best seed to 
to be found, even ifit costs double that of 
the ordinary sort. 

When the fact becomes more throughly 
known that of two kinds of grain, for exampie, 
uncer identical conditions, one will yield 
twice as much asthe other, more attention 
will be given to a proper selection of seed. It 


is not for us to say which variety of wheat or 
other grainisthe best; that depends upon 
jocal circumstances and conditions, and each 
farmer must, after careful study, decide such 
matters for himself. The *“*Clawson’” wheat 
is at present taking a high rank for yield and 
quality: in many localities. It may not be 
the best for all places. Were it not for the 
Hessian fly, early sowing of wheat should be 
recommended in all cases. Late sowingisa 
disadvantage in itself, as the plants makea 
smaller growth before winter sets in. The 
richer the soilthe later the sowing may be 
done with safety. 


how TO TAKE CARE OF HARNESS. 


A barness that has been on a horse’s back 
several hours in hot or rainy weather be- 
comes wel; if not properly cleaned tbe dam- 
age to the Jeatberis irreparable. If, after 
being taken from the horse in this condition, 
itis buvg up ina careless manner, traces and 
reins twisted into knots, and the saddle and 
bridje hung askew, the leather when dried 
retains the shape givenit when wet, and 
when forced into its orignal form damage is 
done the stitcbing and the leather. -The first 
point to be observed is to keepthe leather 
soit and pliable. This can be done only by 
keeping it well charged with oil and grease: 
water is a destrover of these, but mud and 
the saline moisiure from the animal are even 
more destructive. Mud, in drying, absorbs 
the grease and opens the pores of the leather, 
Making It aprey to water. while the salty 
character of the perspiration from the aui- 
mal injures the leather, stitchings and 
mountings. It therefore follows that to pre- 
-erve a harness the straps thould be washed 
and oed whenever it has been moistened by 
sweat.or soiléd by mud. If a harness 1s thor- 
ough!y cleaned twice a year, and when ua- 
duly exposed treated as we have recom- 
m<nded, the leather will retain its softness 
aud strength for many years. 

SOAKED CORN FOR SWINE. 

The Nationa) Live Stock Journal says that 
the practice of fecding soaked sheiled corn 
during the sum mer and early autumn months 
is one generally followed by the jarge swine 
raisers of Illinois. If soaked on the 
the grains swell up anditighten tojthe cob, so 
that the pigs experience toe same troule in 
vetting tbpem off that they find With the new 
corn when it is first fully and firmly ripened; 
but if first shelled and then thoroughly soak- 
ec, itis easily masticated; but it is not so 
palatable and is not eaten with such a relish 
as new corn while in the milk or doughy state. 
When feeding soaked corn we have usually 
foowed the practice of alternating it witb 
dry shelled corn one or two days in the week, 
and we have thougbt tbat our pigs always did 
better uncer this practice than when contiae. 
exclusively to the soaked corn diet. 

SEEDING TO GRASS, 

A writer inthe American Cultivator writes 
strongly in favor-ot fall sowing of crass-seed, 
He says: Their fall sales of yrass-seed have 
been slowly increasing for several years pst, 
but for the last two or three years the in- 
crease bas been so rapid that they now pre- 
pare fora large fai trade. ‘Taose who are 
contemplating seeding this fall shouid beur 
in mind that the sooner they getinthbe seed 
the better. Seed sown on or before the Ist of 
September will make a yood growth before 
Winter setsin, and the grass will make an 
early start next spring. Quite a number of 
lots within our guar my observation 
which were seede early last fall 
were cut this spring befor: some of 
the older seeded lots were ready for cutting, 
yielding very good crops, and now bidding 
lair to give heavy crops of rowen. A bushel 
of redtop, with a peck and a half of timothy 
to the acre, is about the right quantity tosow, 
With also about six pcunds vf red clover in 
the early spring. Sometimes,on account of 
the creps coming off late in the fall, the orass 
seed cannot be got in till spring. Where it is 
intended to seed down after late potatoes or 
ecern, it 8 best to plow and prepare the Jand, 
so that in the spring the seed can be sowd 
early and bushed in. In such cases the ciover 
van be sown With the -grass seed, and this 
metbhd will’ give a good erop of bay in the 
foliowivpg summer, tbough it will be later 
than any otber grass on the farm: yet. it will 
be sufficiently in advance of the weeds to ve 
cut before they blossom. 

WHAT A FARMER SHOULD BE, 

Somebody lays down the rule what every- 
farmer sbould be, as follows: 

“Not only an accomplisbed tiller of the soil, 
but also an excellent mechanic, a fair 
harners-inaker, the mender of shoes, a tolera- 
ble esrpenter, apretty good blacksmith or 
inechipist, and atso awide-awake thorough 
judge and breeder of stock, knowing and 
caling for their ailments—not only horses 
and cattle, but sheep, hogs, poultry, or any- 
thing that money can be made outof. With 
allthis ne should be a civil engineer, ac- 
quainted with levels and hydraulics ‘and re- 
pairs of pumps, andif,in addition to these 
requirements, he understands laying stone 
apd brick, and putting on plastering as well 
as nixipg and applying paints, he will tind 
plenty to do, 10 say nothing of what he ouzat 
to hnow about grainand milling it.” 


Household Receipts. 

JIUCKLEBERRY PUDDING.—Take 2 five- 
cent stale loaf of bread, cutit thin and but- 
ter, and puta layerin tbe bottom of a china 
baking dish; strewinthe huckleberries and 
a tablespoonful of sugar; go on this way un- 
til you come totbe top; then pour in a cupful 
of water and cover with bread on top, and 
bake pntil brown on top. Eat witb milk. 
It ought to be sweet enough; if not, add 
sugur. Must be eaten cold. 

Fi. DEKBERKY WINE —Eight quarts of ber- 
ries, four quarts of boillog water poured over 
the berries; let it stand twelve hours, stirring 
itrow andthep: s'rain well, pressing out the 
juice; add three pounds of sngar to four 
quaits of juice, one ounce powdered cinns- 
mor, one-half ounce powdered cloves; boil 
five minutes, and set uway to ferment in a 
celd jar, With acloth thrown lightly over it;

CHICKEN CROQUETTES.—TO Ole Curcneu 
and one pound of veal] (cold) chopped very 
fine, almost to a paste, add one-half a chop- 
ped onion, one tablespoonful paresly (chop- 
ped), one saltspoonful mace and one egg; 
tike the same quantity of stale bread crumbs 
as there is of chopped meat; if you have any 
eravy or stock, heat and gradually stir in 
bread crumbs until the bread absoros all the 
gravy; add thatto the meat. The mixture 
must be quite smooth and thin; if not thin 
enough add a little cream or milk; it whitens 
the croquettes; roll the. croquettes ege- 
shaped or cone-shaped in an egg beaten with 
a tublespoonful of milk, thenin bread crumbs 
dried in the oven; fry in boiling grease ina 
aeep pan; when done put on brown paper to 
absorb the grease.

Mile Peyton Dies of His Wounds at 
the City Hospital.

His Murderer Claims to Know 
Nothing of the Cutting. 


An Initcresting Interview With the 
Criminal—The Scene at the 
Hospital. 


Mike Peyton, who was disemboweled on 
the morning of August 20 at Jack Furber’s 
saloon, southeast corner of Fifth and Christy 
avenue, died at the City Hospital at 2 a. m. 
totkay of his wound. Johnny Parker, whois 
accused of inflicting the fatal stab, occupies a 
cell in the jail on 2a charge 
of assault to kill, which will 
be changed in accordance with the result of 
the Coroner’s inquest and decision of the As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney. It is expected 
that the investigation that will be made to- 
day will reveal the circumstances surround- 
ing the fatal affray. About 1 0’clock on the 


morning of August 21 Officer Tom Boyd | 


was standing on the corner of Fifth and 
Washington avenue, when he heard groans 
and afterwards cries of ‘‘murder, watch, 
police.” He ran at the top of 
his speed to the corner of 
Fifth and Christy avenue,where Mike Peyton 


staggered out into the street with his entrails 
protruding through a ghastly wound in his 
stomach. Officer Boyd asked him what was 
the matter, and the man|]who, was under the 
influence of liquor replied, “I’m cut . my 
bowels are falling out.’”?’ When asked 
who it was that cut him hereplied that it was 
Jobany Parker, who ran down 
Christy avenue. The officer started 
east on Christy avenue and ran a few feet to 
a point where a blind alley joins the street. 
A few feet from the sidewalk he found Par- 
ker lying in the dark in the alley. He was 
arrested and taken to the Third District 
Police Station. He was afterwards trans- 
ferred to the jail on a charge of assault with 
intent to kill, where a POST-DISPATCH re- 
porter this morning imparted the first news 
of the fatal result of the cutting. 

‘‘Is Peyton dead?’’? Parker asked. 

When informed that he had died he ex- 
pressed sorrow. In reply to a question concern- 
ing the difficulty he said, “‘I can’t tell anything 
about it. JI remember no more about it than 
ababy. Ibad been drinking very hard for 
twelve days before that and was just on the 
verge of delirium tremens.’”? ™ 

“Did you cut Peyton?” 

“If it was the last word I wasto speak I 
couldn’t tell you anything about it.” 

‘Where did you meet Pevton??’’ 

“‘T only know from what I have-heard since. 
They say ] was in the saloon when Pevton 
came in. I left my home, No. 1111 North 
North Ninth street, at 7 o’clock, and told my 
wife I] would be home by 10 0’clock. I have 
not been home since then. Since I have been 
in jail | have been under medical treatment. 
J] began drinking when my baby died, and 
Ws in a. dangerous condition and 
had to have whisky. They- have 
viven me whisky and chloral’ ever 
since. So You can see J cannot tell you any- 
thing about the eutting.”’ 

‘Did you have a knife??? 

**No, | never carried a knife and had none 
that nicht that I know of.’ 

‘‘iiad you ever bad any’ trouble with the 
man??? 

‘No: Lhad known him for nine or ten 
years ana never had any trouble with him.” 

Parker has a wife in an interesting condi- 
tion. She visited him this morning in jail. 

Tom O’Donnell, the barkeeper at Jack 
Furber’s, says three men came in and 
drank and left again, and when they got out- 
side he heard the disturbance. 

Alex. Lyons, who was with Peyton and 
Parker, says that Parker cut Peyton in the 
saloon without a dispute of any kind 
with any one in the saloon. 

From Hugh Malloy, a prisoner now con- 
fined in jail, who was recently at the City 
Hospital, where he occupied a bed next to 
Pevton’s,some interesting facts were learned. 
Peyton was delirious for several days, and 
one night jumped from his bed and ran out. 
This caused the wound to reopen. When 
Parker wis brought to Peyton’s bed-side by 
the police, the dying mansaid: ‘Johnny, 
you cut me,.’’ Parker replied: 
“What would I cut you for?’ 
Peyton said, ‘*{f don’t know, but you cut me all 
the same.”? When tbey parted in the hospi- 
tal ward, they shook bands. A brotber of 
the deceased is now in jail on a charge of as- 
sault to kill.

All the agents and 
new Pi per talk about real estate boom here 
isbosh. This sort of tall talking on no foun- 
dation whatever should be dropped forthe 
interest of the city. If unimproved property 
were heavily taxed it would become a luxury 
to own itand a, great deal of stagnant real 
estate here would be = forced into 
the market for sale. Capital and enterprise 
would then take bold of it and you would 
soon see a real boom inreal estate. A rev- 
enue from high taxation of real estate I 
would always prefertoa revenue from any 
other source. It would not be well to raise 
money on credit warrants for our needed im- 
provements.
